Capt. S. C. Clubb Posing as an 
American Humorist. 


The Mirthful Story of a Combina- 
tion of Delegates

Who Would Pass Auy Bill for 
$5,000, and Even $8,000 
at a Pinch. 


A Faree Which Should Amuse the Grand 
Jury—Let Them Call Clem Creveling 
as a Witness—More Pointers for the 
Investigating Committee—The Post- 
Dispatch Still on the Trail of Corrup- 
tion. 


When Mr. 8. C: Clubb, president of the Wig- 
gins Ferry Company, was yt stand by the 
Inveatigajing Committee of the House of Deie- 
gates, nothing was obtained from him of any im- 
portance. He knew a gz that would impli- 
eate any member of the House, and he aid not 
tell the committee of the rumors which he had 
heard. Aud yet from the story told below it will 
be seen that Mr. Clubb knew of some very im- 
portant matters directly in line with the investi- 
gation, and which would have aff orded valuable 
hints to those searching for the guilty parties. 
As will be seen one of his agents 
is alleged to have made very 
startling statements to him, an 
allegations which Mr. Clubb does not deny, but 
desires to have treated as jocular. The humor 
will beappreciated better when one recollects 
that Mr. Clubb is president of a corporation that 
still wants a great many things from the House of 
Delegates, and when itis Known how the joke 
runs. His position is best understood when our 
suggestion that the joke r* be brought before 
the Grand Jury reached. He 
evidently believes „a piece 
of gurgling mirth the andert is the only 
body in the city who can apprpeiate the humor 
and not hurt his business. 

THE WIGGINS ANY 
was anxious to secure a lease of a portion of the 
levee near the foot of Chouteau avenue. A bill 
was prepared for passage through’ the House of 
Delegates, granting the lease, and the agents of 
the company began to work for its pa ssage. One 
of its agents is Mr. W. C. Creveling, who is in 
charge of the car transfer at the foot of Chouteau 
avenue. Mr. Creveling lives In the same Ward 
with Mr. Schawacker, and calied upon him with 
reference to the bill. This much of the story is 
not jocular. but serious. 
WHERE THE JOKE COMES IN. 

From some source Mr. Creveling got the im- 
pression that it would take $5,009 to pass the bill 
through the House. He understood that 
there were fifteen members of the House of Dele- 
gates who stood in with each other, and voted on 
all bills to which their attention was;called asa 
unit. So strong was Mr. Creveling’s sense of 
humor that he communicated the joke to Capt. 8, 
C. Clubb and other officers of the company. 
These gentlemen assured him that it was very 
funny, that the idea that a dignified body like the 
House of Delegates would take money for votes 
was the height of the ridiculous, Mr. Creveling 
went visiting among his well-posted friends again 
and discovered that, on account of the friendsbip 
felt for the corporation, and the real benefit it 
conferred on the city, the bill would be passed for 
$3,000. This impression Mr, Creveling conyeyed 
to his principals, and he was assured that the 
company would not put up a dgilar to bribe any- 
pody. The story goes that Mr.'Creveling called 
upon the members of the House and pointed out 
to them that while the company would not let go 
of any money, that it would be under the painful 
necessity of making a public explanation to its 
patrons of the failure to pass the bill-an explana- 
tion which would be embarrassing to some of the 
members of the House. Here the joke ends. The 
bill passed.

UP THE ROAD. 


McChesney at Last Given a Pass. 
to the Penitentiary. 


‘| The Jury Finds Him Guilty and Assesses 
His Punishment at Two Years—A Plea 
fer Mercy—Motion for a New Trial. 


After sleeping over the doubtful points in the 
case of WarrenF. MeWnesney the jury, which triea 
that celegrated individual on a charge of 
attempted fraud reiurned into the Crim- 
inal Court at 1145 this a.m., and handed 
to the clerk a verdict, finding the defendant 
guilty and assessing his punishmeat at two years’ 
imprisonment inthe penitentiary. Long before 
the Court opened the defendant was on hand 
casually inquiring the result of the night’s delib- 
erations. There was no newsfrom the jury 
quarters in the third story, and Judge Van Wan- 
oner proceeded to cali the docket 

Court. The trial of 2 petit 
ease had begun and witnesses were giving testi- 
mony when the deputy sheriff announced that the 
jury had agreed upon a veraict. McChesney took 
& seat beside Col. Thoroughman and Judge 
Vastine, his - atttorney,.and calmly awaited 
developineaté. The jury was brought in 
and when s@ited Judge Van Wagoner asked, 
„Gentlemen, have you agreed upon your ver- 
dict?” 

The foreman answered, We have.” and 
handed the papers to the clerk. The an- 
nouncement that the McChesney jury had agreed 
spread through the Four Courts, and attracted a 
large crowd to the Criminal Court room, where 
they remained perfectly quiet waiting for the 
verdict, which read as follows: “We, the jury in 
the above entitled cause, find the defenda nt 
guilty of attempted fraud as charged 
in tue indictment, and assess his punishment at 
imprisonment in tue Penitentiary for à term of 
two years.“ 

“Is this your verdict, gentlemen?” asked the 
Clerk. 

Mr. Jerome Karst, the foreman, arose and said: 
“Your Honor, the jury desires to recommend the 
defendant to the mercy of the court.” Col. 
Thoroughman asked that 

THE JURY BE POLLED, 
which was accordingly done, each answer- 
ing that the verdict read was 
hisown. McChesney sat beside hie counsel, with 
his hands clasped around the back of Bis head 
over a thin growth of sandy-grey hair that fringes 
a sWating-rink pate, where flies disport them- 
selves in summer on the glassy surface that 
coversamine of ideas and schemes. He was 
perfectly sei- possessed and cool. During these 
proceedings ,which were doubtless of intense tn- 
terest to him, his gaze wandered along the 
faces within the bar. As the last juryman an- 
nounced that the verdict was bis own, a reporter 
approached McChesney and asked, “Will you 
move for a new trial?” 

“Certainly. What was the verdict, two or three 


Vastine told him it was for two years,

trial even now.” 

„What was,your object in subpapnaing so many 
witnesses?”

When the witnesses in the case on trial were 
excused, Circuit Attorney Harvey arose and 
stated that it was not the desire of the State to 
jurther prosecute the case of forgery against 
McChesney,and asked the pérmission of the Court 
to efiter a nolle pros. The case which grew out of 
the forgery of the date of Alex Kinkead’s fesig- 
nation as Police Commissioner was tried by a 
jury but no verdict was arrived at and the case 
was ordered redocketed. In view of the result 
of the trial on a charge of fraud the forgery case 
was nolle pros’d. 

Mr, Lodge was asked what effect 
the jury’s recommendation for leniency 
would have, and said “It can have no effect what- 
ever with the court in thiscase. The only one 
in position to grant MeChesney leniency now is 
the Governor. Judge Van Wagoner cannot.”

HAPPY ENGLAND, 

The British budget was presented to Par- 
liament .yesterday and elicited cheers, as 
wellit might. The revenueof that rich Em- 
pire exceeds. four hundred million dollars 
and it is collected without any attempt at 
protection such as makes the workman in 
this country pay dearer for his clothes, his 
tools, his house rent, and all the necessaries 
of life. 

The surplus of the past year amounts to 
some forty millions of dollars, which has 
been applied to the reduction of the public 
debt. Said pubiic debt is now lower than it 
has been since 1811, and interest less than it 
has been since 1805. 

Having lifted this much off from the shoul- 
ders of future generations, it is only proper 
that some relief should be extended to this 
generation. Accordingly the British Goy- 
ernment, instead of seekiag for new ways of 
spending public money, proposes to reduce 
taxation to the needs of Government. It 
will take four pence off the tax on each 
pound of tobacco, thereby enabling the Brit- 
ish workman to get his pipefulof content- 
ment more cheaply. 

The British Parliament can deal with 
questions of revenue and taxation without 
being involved in the iniquity of the River 
and Harbor steal. It has a pretty heavy 
pension list to pay in the shape of allow- 
ances to a prolific royal family, but this is 
onlyadropin the bucket compared to our 
vast and growing vension bill. It has to 
deal with a very troublesome Ireland and 
a more troublesome Soudan, but it is able te 
keep up a first-class army and navy to take 
care Of questions of warand peace, and these 


us. 
Finally, it cares for such trifies as a half a 
million dollars. The “Parcels Post“ re-

OUR POST OFFICE, 

The St. Louis Post Office is down in the 
black list of the Department as one of the 
standing nuisances. Ever since Mr. FILLEY 
made it the subject of his ill-advised attempt 
at machine making it has been a vanity and 
vexation of spirit. Mr. FILLey’s admintatra- 
tion did not give satisfaction; that of Mr. 
Hays came to an inglorious ending, and Mr. 
WELLS has thus far succeeded in pleasing 
nobody and in getting himself into a most 
disagreeable fix. 

The origin of all our Post Office troubles is 
the wooden-headed stupidity of the Govern- 
ment, which treats this important business 
agency as a mere political asset or party 
spoil, and the greed ef the local Republican 
politicians, who are ready to rend and tear 
each other in the scramble to get it. 

As long as successive Cabinets continue to 
treat the St. Louis Post Office as the legiti- 
mate prey ofa little horde of political harp- 
ies they may expect it to worry them. II 
they can ever get it into their heads that the 
Post Office exists fer the sake of rendering a 
certain service to the people, and that it 
should be managed in the interest of that 
service, things will go more smoothly. 

In the meantime, they cannot affect uncon- 
sciousness of the current scandal which 16 
due to the weakness and vacillation of the 
new Postmaster. It is evident that the in- 
ternal management of the Post Office, its 
whole discipline and order are in a bad con- 
dition; but things will not be mended by be- 
ing let alone. On the contrary, they will go 
from bad to worse, and that rapidly, unless 
the powers that be tak@hold of the question 
with a firm and vigorous hand.

Trenton Letter to the Philadelphia Times. 

“Talking about Biaine’s book,” sald ex-Secre- 
tary Robesen, as he sat in an easy chair at the 
Trenton House the other evening, I could write 
a book that might lack the finish of Blaine’s pro- 
duction but would certainly be interesting. There 
is no Man in the country knows more of the ins 
and eutsof Washington and the politics of the 
country for the past fifteen vears than I do. Take, 
for instance, those lively days when Hayes’ title 
hung on the decision of the Electoral Commission 
in 1877. Why, I was virtually President of these 
United States for about six hours one day. Grant’s 
term was up, and Hayes had not been publicly 
sworn in.

Enforeing Prohibition.

teu cents a day forcariare. Between the tours 
ees mentioned you can reach New York trom 
rooklyn, or Brooklyn frem New York as the 
case may be, for one cent. Perhaps we in St. 
Louis could pot afford, from à corporation stand- 
poiut, to make sucha senseless reduciion in 
fares. We might, however, give the matter our 
consideration.

Two notable Indian Chieftains were seated in 
their apartment at the Hotel Barnnm this morn- 
lug when a Post-D1isPATCH reporter entered, in 
the persons of Col. Chicote and Espahiche of the 
Creek Nation. At first sight Espahiche would be 
put down at once as the more uncivilized 
and unintelligent of the two. He 
is a tall, broad-shouldered, long- 
Umbed man of middle age, with long, biac 
hair and smooth face. His features are flat, ingt 
repose expression- 
less, every - indicative 
of the Indian. Col, other 
hand, is sieuder, and apvears feeble fn bis move- 
ments. His hair is clipped short and is very gray, 
while bis mouth and chin are ornamented witha 

ray wustache and tuft of beard. His 
ace beiougs to a ty which seems 
the opposite of that of Espahicbe, being tinin and 
narrow, with a high narrow forehead. Col. Chlcote 
speaks English, but is taciturn and monosyllabic 
alter the habit of bis race, and Espabiche does 
not attempt to speak at all, being apparently 
entirely iudifferent to what is passing unless

A Missouri Woman Alone in the Wil- 


derness with a Murdered Husband. 
Caddo I. T. Letter to Monroe, Mo., News. 

William Cox was killed March 20th, while 
traveling ina wagon with his family, con- 
sisting of his wife, a girl seven years old, 
2 five years old and a boy three years 
old. 
Perhaps a great many readers of the News 
remember Grimes Degarmore, a brother-in- 
jaw of John Baker, of Palmyra, and Charley 
Wright, of Philadelphia. Annie, Degarmore, 
better known in Union township as Sis“ 
Degarmore, married William Cox about 
nine years ago, and since then they have 
made their home in western Texas and the 
Indian Territory. Mrs. Cox arrived at 
Caddo a few Ways ago, and Iwill give her 
story as near as I can, for it is her request 
that it may be printed in the Monroe City 
and Palmyra papers. 

She says that William was killed on the 
morning of the 20th, about 7 o’clock. . The 
first thing I knew was the report ofa 
gun; I turnea and saw Wiliam fail back on 
the grass. He had been shot in the right 
breast, and never spoke afterward. I was 
sitting on the wagon, we were just ready to 
start; I saw that he was dead, and tried to 
hut the body in the wagon, but could not, so 
i pulled it under the wagon. I then took a 
horse out from the wagon and started to find 
some one to assist me. There was no house, 
as 1 found out afterward, within forty 
miles.“ She seemed to be overcome, and 
ceased talking, While her little girl, seven 
years old, finished tim story. She said: 
“Mamma went off to unt somebody to help 
us. Land sister and little brother stayed 
under the wagon with papa. Mamma got 
lost and did not come back that night. 
slept with papa under the wagon.” Mrs. Cox 
said: 1 got back the next day about nine 
v’clock, and again tried to put the body in 
the wagon, but could not. We stayed there 
that night, and next morning l saw that I 
would have to dv something with the body, 
sol buried ittha best 1 cbuld; with an ax 
and a board I dug his grave and buried him 
the best l could. I hliched up the horses 
and started to Colorado City, sixty miies 
away; the nearest place that Ikuew of. At 
about twelve o’ciock that day we tried to 
cross a stream; the horses mired down and 
we had to leave them, and traveled on foot 
until we fell in with some movers, Who took 
us to Colorado City. I know nothing about 
the shooting.” 

Mrs. Cox is here among strangers, though 
a wiid Indian would sympathize with her. 
She savs if any of her friends or relatives 
wantio write to her, direct to Mrs. Annie 
Cox, Caddo, Choctaw Nation Indian Ter- 
ritory.

Englishmen, who have always shown great 
interest io the welfare of their nels bor, 
Belgium, may be pleased to hear that that 
little country now ; in Antwerp, the 
chief port on the Continent. hereas the 
tonnage entering and leaving such important 
ports as Liverponl and Havre only quad- 
rupled between the years 1833 and 18 at 
Antwerp in the same space of time, it be- 
en me sixteen times more considerable. Since 
1883, the has continued, and made 
very rapia advances. In 1883 the tonnage of 
the port reached 3,734,428 registered tons, 
This marveluus development is partly due to 
the position of Autwerd as embarking 
point from the Continent of Europe to 
America, aud partly also to the recent addi- 
tions and changes which have been 
carried out there, and which, now nearly en- 
tirely waged x has made this cosmopolitan 
port one of the best organized In the world. 
This is so well known that vessels bound 
for Switzerland with a cargo of corn from 
Russia pass Marseilles and go 2,000 miles 
out of their way for the purpose of uaload- 
ing at Autwerp. No other port, in fact, offers 
the same facilities. There is not another 
place in the world where fifty vesseis of 
3,000 tons can come alongside as easily as the 
penny beats on the Thames run into the 
landing places. 

Since tue opening of the St. Gothara Tun- 
nel nearly all the alimentary provisions that 
Italy sends to the British Isles pass through 
Autwerp. In 1882 82,000,000 eggs and 30,000 
pounds of fruit were shipped there for En- 
giand. The greater part of these came from 
Italy. Antwerp has become also an impor- 
ant port for emigrants; 35,125 embarked in 
1882, out of which number 3,055 were bound 
tor New York. Thecity was aiways des- 
tined, from its topographical position, to be at 
the head of a very considerable tratlic; po- 
litical reasons alone for many years prevent- 
ed this being the case. These have happily 
now disappeared, and, since 1863, when the 
Scheldt was liberated,”’ the progress of com- 
merce has been more rapid than ever the 
mostardent Antwerp patriot dared hope. 
At that date the toll of 18. 11d. on all vessels 
going up the river, and of 744d. on vessels 
going down, was abollshed, and reforms 
were introduced among the taxes on the gen- 
eral navigation; the tax on tonnage in the 
port itself was abolisbed, and the pilot tax 
was lowered. The result of these measures 
vecame immediately apparent. Traffic in- 
creased with such rapidity that in 1876 the 
crowding on the quays was such that the re- 
lation of the tonage to the length of the quay 
was about 270 tons per yard, which is avout 
four times as great as Liverpool. 

A few words now, briefly, as to the nature 

of the important works nearly completed at 
Antwerp. ‘They were commenceed in 1877, 
and have opened for the port an era of pros- 
perity such as was never experienced even 
during the sixteenth céntury, the zenith of 
her splendor. These works have cost £4,- 
000,000, and have necessitated the empivy- 
ment of 12,000 tons of wrought iron, of 49v,- 
000 cubic yards of brick-work and coucrete, 
vf 32,000 cubic yards of masonry, and or 
more than 3,300,000 cubic yards of earth- 
work in diling and dredging, etc. The quay 
wall runs the whole length of the town, a 
distance of rather more than two miles. It 
rests ona foundation laid without timber 
footings, and giving a depth of 26 feet at low 
water, sufficient 4 awing for the largest ship 
afioat, Beyond this wall are the real quays, 
which consists of—first, a line of rails re- 
served for hydraulic cranes’ serving to un- 
ioad vessels and deposit their carga in rail- 
way trucks; secondly, a second line of rails 
parallel with the first, on which these trucks 
are siationed; thirdiy, sheds extending to- 
ward tne tuwn iora width of 150 teet, and 
covered with K- iron sheetings. 
A third tine of rails parallel with the 
two others runs from end to end of these 
sheds aud a number of tines placed traus- 
versely with this one connect it by means of 
spring bridges with, fourthly, four more 
jines also parallel with the quays, whencé 
the goods start for the differeut stations,and 
thenee to their destinations. The total 
width of these immense constructions is 
About 320 feet. Such is their magnitude that 
about 600 houses had to be pulled down to 
make room for them. A falling running 
along their entire length cuts them off from 
Lbe town. 

Duriug the course of last year 4,379 vessels 
entered the port of Antwerp, gauging a to- 
tal 01 3,784,428 tons, which piacés Antwerp, 
asl have aiready stated, at the head oi 
European ports. In 1882 the tonnage of 
Havre was only 2,200,000, that of Genoa 
2,250,000, and that uf Biiboa 315,000, owing 
lv its iron or? exports. Among tue Engliso 
ports very few exceed Antwerp. London is 
still the first port in the worid, with a ton- 
unge of 10,421,000 tons, aud Liverpool the 
second, With 7,351,000 tons; Neweastie fo- 
lows witn 6,000, 000 tons, also ia excess of the 
Antwerp, but both Hull and Glasgow are be- 
low, With respectively 1,875,000 and 2,110,000 
tons.

THE PRINCE OF FILIBUSTERS. 


Remarkable Incidents in the Career of 
the Famous Gen. Henningsen. 
Ben. Periey Poore. 


The prince of filibusters, so far as they 
were sern at Washington, was Gen. Hen- 
ningsen. He was an Engiishman by birth, 
and, alter having received 4 military educa- 
tion, he left for Spain, when 19 years of age, 
to serve in the forces of Don Carios as a staff 
officer of the partisan chief, Zuwalacarrequi. 
Aiter many acts of reckiess bervism he was 
captured, aud on the death of the partisan 
returned to Engiand in 183%. Two volumes 
from the youthiul officer’s pen tell the story 
ofa *“ITweive Months’ Campaign with Zu- 
malacarrequi.” He did not jet his sword rest 
long in idleness. Sehamyl, the prophet of 
Cireassia, had unfurled the banner ot rebel- 
lion in the Caucasus, and young Henningsen 
promptiy repaired to bis rauks. From the 
sunny Vales ot Spain to the snows of Russia 
Was @ Strange trauslation, but it was suf- 
ficient for him that a weak side needed a 
brave sword, Henningseu’s life in Russia 
furnished the material for half a dozeu 
volumes, published at various periods when 
peace drove him to enforced retirement. 
Such occasions were rare, however. The 
Hungarian revolution of 1848 and 1849 found 
him serving with distinction under Kossuth, 
and he was appointed Governor of Comon. 
Henniugsen achieved a European reputation 
in the disastrous strugele, and was lionized 
on his return to Engiand. Young, hand- 
some, with great jiterary talent, honored 
with the friendship of Weitington, he stil! 
yearned for fresh fields of adventure. He 
followed Kossuth to America, where his 
reputation had preceded “en and society 
welcomed Tim everywhere. ® married a 
Southern widow, Mrs. Coneily, of Burke 
County, Ga., a piece of Senator Berrien, a 
devoted and cultivated woman. For a while 
he devoted himseif to literary work, and 
published some once popular books of travel 
and fiction.

EXECUTED BY HIS ENEMIES, 


Tragic Trial and Death of Indian 
Charley at San Carlos, 
Washington Special to the World. 


P. P. Wilcox, the agent in charge of the 
Sau Carlos Indian Reservation in Arizona, 
has sent areport to Indian Commissioner 
Price, which is full of sensational charges 
against the military authorities in Arizona, 
and especially against Captain Crawford, as- 
signed by Gen. Crook to the command of the 
troops inthe vicinity of the reservation. 
After giving an account of how Captain 
Crawford interferes with bis authority in 
proccess Indians who are murderers and 
horse thieves, he proceeds to give an account 
of a military murder committed under diree- 
tion of Captain Crawford himself. He 
shows, first, that indian murderers of white 
men, one of them under indietment, are pro- 
tected by the Captain from arrest. The 
Agent says: : 

In striking contrast with the protection 
afforded these murderers of some of the best 
citizens of Arizona and New Mexico, includ- 
ing Judge McComas, wife and boy, I will 
cite the case of Nez-Ki-Za, a San Carlos In- 
dian, weil known abvuut the agency as „Char- 
ley, who had been a faithful agency scout 
up tothe time of the disbandment of that 
force, July 31, 1883. The story of Charley’s 
offense is too long to be detailed here, though 
it is full of interest and well calculated to 
arouse the sympathy of every lover of jus- 
tice in a country where hearty approval nev- 
er fails to greet the acquittal of such as take 
human life and count it no crime as against 
the betrayal of a wife and the destruction of 
domestic happiness, Charfey had bought 
and paid for his wife. She had been en- 
ticed from his home and re- 
dress had been denied him. John 
Smith, chief of a band, who had re- 
ceived the price as brother and guardiag of 
the woman, approved the desertion, but re 
fused to restore any portion of the money 
he nad received for ber. Gen fired upon 
Smith with intent to kill, but failed in the 
performance, In the flight he came upon 
the faithless wife, who was living criminal- 
ly with another man. He took her life and 
escaped to the mountains. 

After many months he was captured by 
military scouts and taken before Capt. Craw- 
ford. A jury of indians * impaneled 
and Charley was condemned Yo die by the 
hands of his enemies. No friend was pres. 
ent at his trial to defend him. It was a re- 
vival of the Star Chamber of centuries ago- 
No white man in the service of the Interior 
Department at the 241 had a suspicion 
that a great tragedy was being rehearsed at 
Capt. Crawford's headquarters. 

Between 9 and 10 o’clock on the night 
following the day of the trial Charley was 
taken from his cell by Al. Seiber, Military 
Chief of Scouts, conducted by him alone to 
the hiding place of seven of John Smith’s 
band of cut-throats and delivered to then, 
heavily ironed, by order of Capt. Crawford, 
to be dealt wien as best suited their devilish 
mallce. Beaten with sticks, pounded with 
stones, and finally shot through the 
body. Charley died within half a mile of 
the agency buildings. and his mangied re- 
mains were buried next day by a detach- 
mentof prisoners from the calaboose, in 
charge of a guard of Capt. Crawford’s mili- 
tary scouts. 

The murder of Charley was committed 
on the night of November 30, 1883, and up 
to this time no record of the damn act 
bas gone abroad—evidence that even „Capt. 
Crawford was not insensibie of the infamy 
of an act for which healove is responsibie. 
The foregoing statements are susceptible of 
proof. Many other acts might be presented 
to show the unfitness of the man to remain 
among Indians, upon whom the Interior De- 
partment desires to impress the benign ſuflu- 
ences of a Christian civilization. I respeet- 
fuliy request atthe prompt action be taken in 
regard to the matters herein set forth, and 
that some clearly defined plan be at once 
adopted for the government of the Apaches 
by the undivided authority of the dey art- 
ment to which it rightfully belongs, Very

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Human Freight Sent from France to 
New Caledonia. 


A cargo of human freight left France the 
other day, in whicu I am somewhat inter- 
esicd. It is to me a rather novel way of 
solving, writes a Paris correspondent, a cer- 
talu phase of the wowan’'s rights question, 
but Lam not so sure that the solution is a 
correct one. It sews that each year one of 
the general iInspeewrs of prisons visite the 
six centrai peniteutiaries where women con- 
victs are sei ving their time to ask for vol- 
unteers to go to New Caledonia as wives for 
convicts serving out sentences in that penal 
colony. Fifty women who answered this 
appeal were shipped the other day from 
Bordeaux, and when they arrive at New 
Caledonia they will be divided between two 
religious establishments, oue at Noumea, 
and the other at Buurall. The convicts of the 
first class--that is, those who have distia- 
guished themselves by good conduct, and 
who are accordingly ww be rewarded by land 
grants—are informed of the arrival of the 
women. ‘Those who are unmarried, or who 
are widowers and desire to get married, go 
to Noumea or to Bourail, where they are al- 
lowed to make their choice among the 
women. Of course, they are not forced to 
make a choice, nor are the women forced to 
marry if the men who select them do not 
please them, Tue authorities introduce the 
men and women to each other, and allow 
them to act as they please. During the last 
century a more rapid and more curious sys 
tem was in force.
